LIQUOR MEN CERTAIN 
THEY CAN CONTINUE. 


SATISFIED WAR-TIME PROMIBI- 
TION NOT TO BECOME EF- 
FEOTIVE JULY 1. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Saloon 
keepers, wholesale liquor dealers, 
cabaret proprietors and hotel own- 
ers all over the country, it was 
learned here today, have within 


the last few days become so satis- 
fied that the war-time Prohibition 
Act will not go into effect July 1 
that they have dismissed the sub- 
ject from their minds. 

Members of Congress returning 
from their homes brought so many 
stories of confidence expressed by 
men who deal tn liquors that war- 
time prohibition need not trouble 
them further, thet they sought to 
discover the source of their con- 
fidence, but without avail. 

From nearly every section and 
particulariy from New York and 
Philadelphia reports have come that 
war-time prohibition ts off and that 
until January 16, 1920, when con- 
stitutional prohibition begins, the 
cup that cheers and the flowing 
bowl may continue to cheer and 
flow. 

Proclamation of demobilization 
at this stage of affairs:in Hurope 
being a practical impossibility, 
members of Congress argued that 
the only way to prevent the war- 
time Prohibition Act from becoming 
effective, would be to repeal it, and 
they have found no organized move- 
ment in Congress for such a re- 
peal, although several resolutions 
to that end were introduced today. 

Rumors were current throughout 
the East that President Willson 
would recommend repeal of the 
act, but they could not be verified 
in Washington. One member of 
Congress, who sought to find out

MOVEMENT IS URGED 
TO RESTORE SANITY. 


NIGHT Wink) 

NEW YORK, May 19.—A “nation- 
wide movement to restore sanity 
and common sense” in the relations 
of labor and industry was urged 
upon the National Association of 
Manufacturers in a report of the 
committee on industrial betterment, 
health and eafety, at the opening 
session of the association's twenty- 
fourth annua] meeting here today. 

Today's session was given over 
chiefly to the reading of commit- 

reports. The meeting will con- 
tinue until Wednesday. 

“There can be no question,” said 
the report on industrial betterment, 
“that we have in our country large 
numbers of vicious propagandists 
who would make all property the 
common dividend among them. 

“Never has there been greater de- 
mand for sane and courageous 
leadership in combating unwise 
counsels in the industry of our 
nation.” 

Pointing to the heavy burdens of 
taxation and increased costs of 
freight, communication and other 
industrial essentials, the committee 
deciared that labor must be brought 
to realise “that the United States 
will never retain world supremacy 
by six hours of labor five days a 
week.” 

The report recommended adoption 
by all factories of the co-operative 
representation 


plan, under which 


employers and employees’ commit- 
tees. meet to adjust wages 
working conditions. 

The committe voiced disapproval 
of State and national compulsory 
health insurance, which, it was de- 
clared, forced upon employers, em- 
ployes and the public “a cosfly and 
unjustified paternalistic burden.” 

The report of the committee on 
industrial education, presented by 
H. EB. Milea, director of the division 
of training of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, recommended 
that the government training service 
be continued by Congress as “one 
of the few great wage agencies etill 
much needed.”

PRESBYTERIAN PASTOR OON-

John Cowper Powys, lecturer and 
writer, who spoke yesterday after- 
noon at the Fbell Club, may  in- 
variably be counted upon to be sur- 
prising, consequently he never really 
surprises us. Now that all the world 
is blaming Germany, Mr. Powys 
comes along and takes the contrary 
view, Englishman that he so pre- 
eminently is. 

“Now that we may assume the 
treaty of peace to have been signed,” 
he said, yemerday, “we must cneres 
from this world of prepaganda in 
which we have been existing. We 
must again call the German a Ger- 
man, inetead of a Hun. We must 
wash camouflage, not only from our 
ships, but out of our hearts.” Mr. 
Powys asks women of the Ebel! Club 
to stop hating and be philosophical. 
“The men saw bloodshed do 
not feel so bitterly as you,” he said. 
But the epeaker forgets the cardinal 
fact that a soldier's life is more to 
his mother than it is to him, so 
there were murmure of dissent 
throughout the house, although the 
speaker is tremendously well liked, 
as Mrs. Mathew &. Robertson's few 
words of intreduction showed. 

Mr. Powys is essentially a literary 
man, and he is more delectable 
when talking about books than when 
he attacks the abstract. His man- 
ner, however, is 60 magnetic and 
his wit so keen that he can merely 
speak, in his ineffable manner, and 
the matter may he what it will.

of ithe law makes it a crime for them 


to fail or refuse to do so. Persons 
having information abouf others 
acting as custodians for alien ene- 
mies’ property are “requested” to 
give Mr. Boggs the facts in their 
possession. Individuals, corpora- 


Patterson, of ‘ tions and firms actually holding the 


property of persons known as alien 
enemies are committing a crime if 
they do not reveal matters of which 
they have knowledge. The extreme 
penalty for a failure to do so is ten 
years’ imprisonment. 

Under the law the special agent is 
not compelled to lifel the property 
of alien enemies. If the property is 
not turned over to him on demand 
he has the right of seizure and 
confiscation. The long, drawn out 
process of libel is not necessary. The 
property of individuals convicted un- 
der the Espionage Act is not seized 
unless they happen to be alien ene- 
mies. All property of persons in- 
terned as alien enemies is subject to 
seizure, but the law does not apply 
to those who merely violate the 
Espionage Act. as many of these 
are American citizens.

“I believe it to be true that a con- 
siderable number who returned too 
late to register thirty days before 
the primaries or thirty days before 
the coming election, would have dis- 
covered upon investigation that they 
were already duly registered... It 
should be made clear to all return- 
ing scidiers that if they registered 
at any time after January 1, 1918, 
and have returned to the same domi- 
clle that they oceupied at that date. 
they are entitled to vote. Of course 
if the residence has been changed 
to another precinct than that from 
which the registration was made. 
the right to vote would not exist. In 
short, it would be the same as any 
other citizen who had remained at 
home al) the time.”
